I have the honour to submit the statistics of the Registration Department of 
the Province of Assam for the year 1918, together with the one Provincial and four 
* Imperial statements. 

2. I was in charge of the department from 1st January to 2nd October, and 
Mr. W. L. Scott, I.O.S., from the 3rd October to the end of the year. 

3. A new office was opened experimentally at Bhangabazar in the district of 
Sylhet during the year under report. The number and constitution of the offices at 
the end of the year were as follows : —

4. The total number of deeds registered in the province during the year under 
report was 73,139 as against 89,118 in. the previous year, a decrease of 16,977 docu- 
ments or 17'92 per oeut. All the districts except Nowgong and Khasi and Jaint’a 
Hills are responsible for the deorease. The most noticeable decreases are 12,626 
in Sylhet, 2,346 in Cachar and 634 in Goalpara, and were mainly under the 
head “ Compulsory registration.” The want of ready money, and high prices, the 
fall in the price of rice and prevalence of influenza were the main causes at work in 
Sylhet and Cachar. The effects of the flood of 1916 and outbreaks of cholera were 
additional causes in Caohar. In Goalpara the deorease is assigned to the closure of 
resettlement in certain zemindaries in the Dhubri subdivision and to the survey 
which is being oarried out in the Mechpara Ward’s Estate in the Goalpara subdivision. 
There was an increase of 102 documents in the district of Nowgong, due to the influx 
of foreign settlers. 

The decreases of 5,943 documents under head “ Mortgages ” and 6,418 under 
head “ Sales” mainly occurred in the districts of Sylhet and Cachar. The District 
Registrar, Sylhet, remarks that the “ people did not sell their lands as the price was 
low owing to the scarcity of money, and money-lenders were also averse to giving loans 
as the old loans were not being paid up ” while the District Registrar, Cachar, attri- 
butes the decrease to a fall in land values. 

In comparison with last year, there was a decrease of Rs. 13,43,315 in the total 
aggregate value of the deeds registered during the year ; the cause is obvious. 

• 6. The total Tooeipts of the department from all sources were Rs. 88,013 as 

.against Rs. 1,01,818 in the preceding year. The decrease is due to the decrease in the 
' number of documents presented. In the districts of Cachar And Garo Hills, the 
department worked at & loss of Rs. 225 and Rs. 5, respectively, during the year under 
tonort.

6. The total expenditure amounted to Rs. 64,983 as against Rs. 68,009' in the 
previous year. Smaller expenditure on account of temporary establishment and 
discontinuance of grain compensation allowance in the districts of Oachar and Darrang, 
non-payment of commission for 2 months to the ex-officio Sub-Registrar of Lakhi- 
pur and of rent for the Katigora Sub-Registry office building throughout the year in 
the district of Caohar, and the fact that the post of probationer was not filled in the 
district of Sylhet, are responsible for the decrease in the total expenditure. 

7. Four prosecutions were instituted during the year, 3 of which resulted in 
conviction while one was pending at the end of the year. Of the 3 prosecutions 
resulting in conviction, 2 were instituted by the Sub-Registrar of Jorhat on charges oi 
fabricating false evidence by altering the date of a document in order to seoure itB 
registration. The accused were sentenced to one day’s rigorous imprisonment and to 
pay fines of Rs. 200 and Rs. 100, respectively. In the third case, instituted by the 
Sub-Registrar of Sukhair in the district of Sylhet for false identification, the accused 
was fined Rs. 15.
